1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/ or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with John

2. Examiner informed Applicant that the pending claims, 1, 3-4 and 6-18 were in condition for 
allowance, except that the dependence of claim 1 1 needed to be corrected from claim 1 1 to the 
appropriate claim from which it should depend. Applicant agreed to an Examiner's Amendment to 
correct the dependence of claim 11 from claim 11 to claim 10. Therefore, Examiner presents the 
following amendments. 

In the Claims: 

Amend Claim 11 as follows: 

11. (Currendy amended) The process of Claim 1410 wherein the organic solvent is selected from 
one or more of the group consisting of ketones, alcohols, esters, ethers, long chain acetates and 
aromatics. 

Allowable Subject Matter: 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has amended 
claim 1 to recit^ a process where a thick film paste composition is deposited on a substrate by 
providing a patterned polymer layer, depositing the thick film paste composition on the patterned 
layer, dissolving the polymer with solvent to diffuse the solvent into the thick film paste 
composition and then removing any thick film paste composition into which the polymer has not 
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diffused. Therefore, claims 1, 3-4 and 6-18 are allowable because the prior art fails to disclose a 
process whereby a thick film paste composition is deposited on a substrate by forming a patterned 
polymer layer on a substrate and then dissolving the patterned polymer layer with solvent so as to 
diffuse the patterned polymer layer into, the thick film paste composition.
